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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables 
having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact 
discs.) or

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 



Arrangement of the Specification 
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A. Reference to the claims on page 3 lines 10-13, page 4 line 9 and page 5 lines 
13-14 of the disclosure is improper. 

B. It is suggested by the examiner to remove the "an" located between the terms 
"is" and "also" on page 3 line 7. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1. Claims 1 and 27-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The limitation "as a basis for handling the tools by at least one 
handling device" found in claims 1 and 27 is unclear since the specification does not provide a 
disclosure for this limitation. The specification states that the handling device handles the 
workpiece based on the position/orientation of the tool, therefore a correction to the claims is 
required. 

2. Claiml is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Claim 1 states "the position and/or orientation of the workpiece (2), in particular 
before machining of workpieces on the shaping machine (1), using this tool is/are determined by 
the fact that..." is unclear since the disclosure states that the position and/or orientation of the 
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tool is to be determined and not the position and/or orientation of the workpiece. A correction to 
the claim is required. 

3. Claims 1 and 27-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Lines 1, 5 and 12 of claim 1, line 1 of claim 27 and line 1 of 
clam 41 all have the language "in particular" which renders the claims indefinite since it is 
unclear whether the limitation of forging is part of the claimed invention. 

4. Regarding claim 41, the phrase "such as M renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear 
whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Marinoni et al (US Patent No, 5,392,630) discloses a unit and method of feeding 
semi-finished parts on to a forming machine comprising of a table having position detectors 
mounted onto and surrounding a stack of semi-finished parts to determine if the stack is placed 
on the table correctly. When the position detectors determine the position of the stack of parts is 
correct a handling fixture then picks up a semi-finished part and moves it into the forming 
machine.
